A United Way Member Agency 
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Boy Scouts council toughens 
standards for picking leaders 

Result of charges against former scoutmaster 



By ERIK SANDIN 
Journal Staff Writer 

Four lawsuits against the local 
Boy Scouts of America council and a 
former scout leader involving al- 
leged sexual assaults against troop 
members are among the cases 
scheduled for civil jurv trials begin- 
ning today in Bossier district court. 

The lawsuits seek a total of $55 
million in damages from Michael 
Wayne Keys, the Norweia Council 
and the Boy Scouts of America. 

The suits were filed nearly two 
years ago by the parents of several 
scouts and one aduit scout who ail al- 
lege Keys sexually assaulted troop 
members and that the Norwcla 
Council did not investigate allega- 
tions or take action against Keys 
after parents. complained. 

Keys was scoutmaster of a 
Haughton troop until he was dis- 
missed in early February 1987 fol- 
lowing complaints from parents of 
troop members, 

_ lie later pleaded guilty in Bossier 
district court to three counts of inde- 
cent behavior with a juvenile after 
he was arrested in late February 
1907 for assaulting a 9-year-old boy 
at the victim's Bossier City home. 

While the suits have siowlv and 
quietly progressed through the 



courts for two years, Norweia Coun- 
cil leaders quickly moved to toughen 
their requirements and the screen- 
ing process for potential leaders. 

"We've got a brand nesv appli- 
cation/' Norwcla executive Carlos 
del Ilicrrn said. "It's got a lot of 
questions. It asks for background in- 
formation. We've gotten extremely 
tough m selecting leaders." 

Del Hicrro said scout leader ao- 
plicarus are asked questions about 
their scouting background, driving 
and criminal records, experience 
with other youth organizations, resi- 
dences for the past five years and 
current memberships with com- 
munity groups, and they must 
provide five character references. 
Del Hicrro screens each application, 
then sends it to the USA national of- 
fice for further investigation. 

"What we do here ... theorganizn- 
tion sirms off on this as well as I," he 
said. "Then it's sent to national of- 
fice in Dallas. If there's a problem, 
it's kicked back here." 

If a problem is found with an ap- 
plication, del Hicrro said the appli- 
cant is removed from consideration 
as a scout leader. 

In the six months that the new ap- 
plication has been used, del Hicrro 
said only a few people have been 
dropped from consideration as 



leaders because of information on 
the forms. 

"Locally here in Shrcvcport, the 
Norweia Council, I'd say about two 
or three," he said. Tve heard of 
some cases where people won't fill 
the form out/* 

In addition to the new application 
procedure, del Hicrro said the coun- 
cil held a child abuse awareness 
seminar with area scout leaders and 
camp staff last November at LSU- 
Shreveport. 

"It was a positive type meeting on 
a negative subject," he said. 

Dei Hirrro also said he personally 
investigate all allegations of abuse 
made against Norweia Council 
leaders. 

"I step into the situation." he said. 
"I follow up. I interview people I try 
to establish the legitimacy of it. I re- 
lieve the leader of duty until he can 
prove his innocence." 

He added that any information he 
comes up with is given to the state 
Child Protection Agency for in- 
vestigation. 

"I call the child protection agency 
and they deaf with it." h»* said. 

DH Hiorro-aid th.it b;r rd on past 
investigation::, two tenders in 
Shreveport nv*l rw<:,>r were 
suspended and later dropped out of 
the program after allegations were 
made against them. He added that 
he does not believe criminal charges 
were filed against either person. 

"They're (child protection 
authorities) a very confidential 
group of people," he said. "If there 
was something that happened, they 
would have notified me, and I didn'*t 
hear a thing from them." 

Del Hierro said the changes in the j 
way the Norweia Council picks its 
troop leaders ars meant to be tough. 

"It's got to be tough; it's awfully 
important to us," he said. "I don't 
want it to come out ... that we're 
persecuting people. But we can't 
pussyfoot around on this." 

Despite the new tougher stan- 
dards and the publicity about Keys 
case and subsequent lawsuits, del 
Hicrro said interest in scouting local 
remains high. 

"It hasn't hurt us that much," he 
said. "The enthusiasm zr.d positive 
imago of the Boy Scouts hasn't been 
effected."
